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AFTER THE HAMFEST

I really enjoy a hamfest when I can buy a new radio or make some other major purchase, take it home and try it out. When I don’t 
need to buy (or can’t) the forums are the main reason to attend. That’s one reason I like the Huntsville Hamfest so much. They had 
29 forums and the ones I attended were very informative. I attended one on put on by Elecraft and have decided that I really need a 
K3 with the P3 package to go with it. I can’t afford one so this hamfest I made no major purchase 


The best forum, as usual, was on sunspots. Dr. David Hathway is employed by NASA to keep up with solar activity and keep them 
out of the trouble that the sun can generate. He is one of the world’s leading experts on sunspots and he offered the following. 


The current cycle (cycle 24) is expected to peak in mid 2013 but it will be the smallest cycle in 100 years 
There has been a significant increase in solar activity (not all of it is sunspots) this cycle 


Based on this activity several scientific publications have predicted that a mini ice age is approaching. They are also pre- 
dicting a Maulder minimum. The last such minimum saw 100 years without sunspot activity. There is no real evidence to 
support this yet 


Some are predicting there will be no cycle 25. Again, there is no evidence to support this yet 


Having attended this forum for several years I have noticed that sunspot predictions are like looking into a crystal ball. They aren’t 
real accurate. A great deal of work goes into recording what has already happened in an effort to understand the sun and perhaps 
make a more accurate prediction next time. So if any of the above comes to pass remember that you heard it in the Garzett first. If it 
doesn’t just forget you read this 


Based on what I heard I plan to enjoy the rest of cycle 24 as much as possible. I am also looking at improving my antenna system 
and trying to become proficient at CW since that works when SSB is limited. I also think I need a better HF radio. I can’t think of a 
better reason to get a K3.
